It includes the much 
used article, “Better methods and materials in book mending,” 
by Zana K. Miller, originally sponsored by Library Bureau, and 
six other papers by members of the Committee. Single copies 
are fifty cents and orders of ten or more are thirty-five cents. 


XAMPLES of paintings by Mexican children of nine years 

of age and older have been collected by the Department of 

Education of Mexico and published in a most attractive book, 

Monografia de las Escuelas de Pintura al Aire Libre. There 

are colored plates as well as reproductions in black and white 

and the book is a remarkable proof of the artistic ability of our 
southern neighbors. 


OR the information of librarians it is stated that the pam- 
phlet entitled Child Life plays for children, published by 
Rand McNally and Company, has no connection with the index, 
Plays for children, compiled by Alice I. Hazeltine and pub- 
lished by the American Library Association. The pamphlet 
states on its cover that it is a “supplement” to the Hazeltine 





book and the publishers inform us that they were under the im- 
pression that permission was given for this statement in the 
A. L. A. office several years ago. They have agreed to delete 
this statement from copies of the pamphlet not already dis- 
tributed. The Rand McNally index is in no sense a supplement 
to the A. L. A. publication, as it indexes only those plays which 
have appeared in the magazine, Child Life. The titles in Miss 
Hazeltine’s book have been gathered from many sources.

sues each year a list of Notable books published in various 
countries.

From Some New Books 


— so many children intersperse reading of juvenile literature with 
sampling the books and magazines originally prepared for adults, the 
trends in literature, in general, must be taken into account in estimating the 
influence of reading upon the social development of the child. Perhaps the 
most important characteristic of contemporary literature is the turning from 
romanticism to realism. The child who reads modern fiction is not apt to ob- 
tain therefrom any idealistic or sentimental views of love and life, which will 
meet with disillusionment later on. The old-fashioned popular novel, with its 
inevitable happy ending, could not avoid giving false views of life. Call the 
fiction of today shocking, demoralizing, or what you will, if you judge by old 
prejudices and repressive attitudes toward many subjects treated frankly by 
present writers, it must be admitted that these novels are a more accurate por- 
trayal of life as it actually is. These statements, of course, apply only gener- 
ally; there are some sentimental stories now, just as there used to be some 
which were realistic, and in every age, the great romance and the great realistic 
novel rise above the criteria of their day because, being works of art, they are 
not of one age but of all ages. . . . It is not the influence of realistic literature 
which warps the social ideals of our children, but rather the shoddy imita- 
tion which is the spurious output of economic interests.

ANY a poet through the centuries has turned to the sea as to one aspect 
of nature which seems to resist man’s moralizing tendency. In the 
splendid close of Childe Harold’s Pilgrimage, Byron emphasizes our inability 
to leave a trace on the waters. The shores keep the wreck of civilizations, and 
are scarred by human history; the waters are now as they were at the dawn 
of creation. Morally so, as well as physically. Our feeble philosophies of 
cause and effect seem thin indeed in an open boat, or on a fragile raft in mid- 
ocean. This absolute self-sufficiency of the waters is not easy to render in 
words. Cooper himself could not do it, however skilful he was in suggesting 
the infinite beauty of nature ashore. Conrad, our modern story-teller of the 
sea, is most successful when he shows us his heroes caught in a storm or a 
hurricane—that is, in some special and local manifestation of the waters which 
can be described as a problem for particular men at a special moment. But 
the awful stretch of waters in their normal state, rolling beyond eyesight, 
almost beyond reach of thought—this, few poets have rendered. . . 
Something of this awful grandeur Melville has incorporated in his book, and 
it is his success in conveying this mood to the reader which sets him apart 
from other writers. The whale is the image of the sea, if you choose, of this 
mysterious and terrible space, but the sea is the image of nothing but itself, 
and after the last page is read, the picture which remains with us is of the 
undisturbed waters below which Ahab, the monster and the strong ship have 


disappeared forever. Melville repeats this image of the vastness of the sea, 
playing variations on it, but letting us forget it in no part of the story.

SIAN art when it reached Japan from China and Korea received that re- 
finement and sobriety of taste, that inimitable sense of decoration of 
which mention already has been made, and took on, in some or many of its 
forms, a delightful humor, an appreciation of the ridiculous, a playful scorn of 
solemn hypocrisies; it learned to recognize the body as well as the soul, the 
limits as well as the aspirations of humanity. For the first time, it saw life 
clearly and saw it whole; a tendency to over-emphasize sublimity was corrected 
by humor. Generalizations are difficult and dangerous, but if Indian art is 
primarily luxuriant, complicated, apt to degenerate into the grotesque; and 
Chinese art is above all else solemn, moralizing, didactic, in sculpture placid, in 
painting a constant flight for the sublime that sometimes falls into the marches 
of sentimentalism; Japanese art is in the main exquisite, broadly appreciative 
of depths and heights, decorative, human and refined. It has a feeling for 
nature all its own, delights in the beauty of little things as well as in the 
grandeur of great spaces and the absorption of the human spirit into the 
rhythm of the Universe. Its faults are tendencies toward triviality and styliza- 
tion, a lack of staidness that brings it down too often from the heights to 
play about incognito in places where it should not be. The Japanese are 
younger in spirit than the Chinese, less fatalistic; not so consistently serious. 
Their art has moments of equal exaltation but more frequently than that of 
China is content to enjoy and to express the world that is.

F every tree, whether pear tree or elm or sassafras, the seasons make a 

harbinger. I knew two oak trees intimately for some years, seeing them 
practically every day.’ I knew their blooming in relation to each other and the 
shedding of their leaves. Their autumn colors were peculiar shades and every 
year of the same quality each of itself. I wrote of them one autumn long ago: 
“the oak on one side my doorway is maroon-red and that on the other side is 
veiny-yellow, and they have been the same in all the Octobers in which I have 
loved them.” And now my elms and maples are the same to me. Some of 
them leaf out late in spring, some early, and they shed their leaves in something 
like a succession. We do not know why; perhaps that is one reason why we 
like them so well. The fruit-tree becomes more distinctly an entity because 
one knows it so much better by closer care of it. Its vicissitudes and its wel- 
fare are more particularly ours. The love of a tree, especially if identified with 
a home, is one of the sacred associations.
